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Production 


World  output  of  lard  in  the  major  producing  countries  is  estimated  at  7.0 
billion  pounds — 3  percent  below  the  I959  total  of  7.2  billion/  pouiid§,but  k  per- 
cent above  the  6.7  billion  produced  in  I958. 

Almost  all  of  the  I960  production  decrease  was  in  the  United  States.  Lower 
U.S.  lard  output  resulted  from  smaller  hog  slaughter  in  I960  as  compared  with 
1959  and  from  lower  yield  of  lard  per  hog. 

Western  European  production  continued  the  upward  trend  of  recent  years,  reach- 
ing a  record  level  of  1,2^0  million  pounds  or  3  percent  above  the  1,200  million 
pounds  produced  in  1959  and  36  percent  above  the  I95I-55  average  of  9IO  million 
pounds.    Lcird  output  in  Eastern  European  countries,  excluding  the  Soviet  tfiaion, 
continued  to  increase,  while  output  in  the  latter  and  Communist  China  dropped 
slightly  during  i960.    Eastern  European  production  amounted  to  1, 36O  million 
pounds  or  k  percent  above  1959*    Production  in  the  Soviet  Union  is  estimated  at 
1,170  million  pounds  compared  with  l,l80  million  in  1959.    The  i960  outturn  is 
56  percent  above  the  I95I-55  average  of  75O  million  pounds. 

Production  of  lard  in  the  major  producing  areas  will  probably  increase  moder- 
ately during  I96I.    Europe  is  expected  to  accoiint  for  most  of  the  increase  -vrith 
a  2  to  3  percent  rise  in  volume.    Production  in  North  America  is  expected  to  be 
slightly  larger,  ^dLth  the  Iftiited  States  and  I4exico  accounting  for  most  of  the 
increase . 

Lard  production  data  for  some  coimtries  includes  rendered  lard  production  only. 
For  other  countries,  data  include  lonrendered  pork  fat  in  terras  of  lard. 

Ihis  Circular  contains  more  detailed  information  than  the  summary  of  similar 
title  published  in  the  monthly    supplement  issue  of  Foreipyi  Crops  and  ^ferkets

Trade 

World  exports  of  lard  in  i960  vfere  902  million  pounds,  an  increase  of  k 
percent  over  1959 • 

UoS.  exports  during  I960  totaled  620  million  pounds — 3  percent  above  the 
6oh  million  poimds  in  1959.    U.S„  exports  accounted  for  69  percent  of 
•world  lard  trade.    The  Netherlands the  second  largest  exporter,  accounted 
for  13  percent,  with  France  ranking  third  at  10  percent. 

The  Iftiited  Kingdom  and  Cuha  vere  the  principal  lard  djnportersj  together 
they  received  77  percent  of  total  shipments .    West  Germany,  Peru,  and  Japan 
purchased . two-thirds  of  the  remainder. 

Japan  imported  39  million  pounds  of  .lard  during  I960  compared  with  3I 
million  during  1959,  and  a  i^-^llillioh^-pound  average  for  I95I-55.  U.S. 
e^rts  of  lard  to  Japan  in  i960  were  31^,000  pounds  compared  with  10,000 
po\mds  in  1959.    Japan  is  raising  the  lard  tariff  from  5  percent  ad  valorem 
to  a  specific  duty  of  15  yen  per  kilo  (U.S.  $.016  per  pound),  equivalent 
to  approximately  ik  percent  ad  valorem  at  current  market .  prices .  Imports 
of  lard  from  dollar  areas  are  now  "being  permitted  only  to  the  extent  that 
dollars  have  "been  specifically  allocated  to  finance  imports.    The  Japanese 
I^iinistry  of  Finance,  however,  will  probably  allow  unlimited  imports  -vAien- 
ever  the  new  duty  becomes  effective about  July  1,  I96I. 

Ifoited  States. — ^Although  U.S.  lard  production  was  down  substantially  in 
i960,  exports  were  up.    The  Ifoiited  States  exported  2k  percent  of  the  i960 
domestic  production.    The  l&iited  Kingdom  and  Cuba  took  87  percent  with  the 
former  taking  a  postwar  record  quantity  of  U.S.  lard|  shipnents  to  Cuba 
decreased  12  percent  compared  with  the  1959  alltime  high.    U.S.  exports  to 
Cuba  in  I96I  will  decline  because  of  the  break  in  diplomatic  relations. 
U.S.  lard  exports  during  the  first  3  months  of  I96I  fell  65  percent  com- 
pared -vrith  the  corresponding  period  of  i960.    Ihere  was  a  sharp  decline 
in  exports,  both  to  Cuba  and  the  liiited  Kingdom.    The  increase  in  U.S. 
prices  has  resulted  in  a  sharp  decline  in  the  amount  of  lard  U.K. 
processors  have  to  put  in  blended  shortenings. 

Outlook 

World  production  of  lard  will  probably  increase  in  I96I  as  hog  slaughter 
is  expected  to  expand  generally  in  Europe  and  North  America.    World  lard 
exports  in  I96I  are  not  expected  to  equal  the  high  level  of  I960. 
Reduced  supplies  and  higher  prices  will  sharply,  reduce  exports  from  the 
IMited  States  during  the  first  half  of  I96I. 

U.S.  lard  production  will  pick  up  considerably  when  the  spring  pig  crop 
comes  to  market  in  volume  in  late  si;immer  or  early  fall.    Lard  prices 
probably  will  remain  firm  and  well  above  last  year  during  the  spring  and 
sxanmer. 

U.S.  lard  is  facing  tough  competition  in  Europe  and  in  the  long  run  the 
market  there  is  expected  to  decrease.    The  European  Economic  Community 
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13  planning  to  increase  the  external  tariff  on  lard  from  10  to  20  percent^  a 
move  which,  -wovild  tend  to  price  U.S^  lard  out  of  the  market.    Already  the 
Common  lixrket  as  a  whole  is  a  net  exporter  with  West  Germany  the  only 
substantial  net  importer and  a  significant  market  for  U.S.  lard.    France  and 
the  Netherlands  are  the  leading  competitors  of  the  TAiited  States  in  supplying 
the  other  Caramon  Itoket  countries.    Even  with  the  present  duty  of  10  percent, 
U.S.  exporters  will  face  increased  pressure  as  the  duty  on  lard  between 
countries  in  the  Common  Market  is  gradually  reduced  to  zero.
